when he retired Saturday night. 

Mr. Havemeyer was a widower, and 
for a number of years past had made 
his home with his daughter, Mrs. Will- | 
Willeox, wife of the former 
Chairman of the Public Service Com- | 
mission. Mr. and Mrs. Willcox were 
at their Summer home in Locust Val- 
ley, and Mr. Havemeyer was alone at 
1lt East Forty-fifth Street, with only 
the butler m attendance. Yesterday aft- 
ernoon Mr. Willzox described the cir- 
cumstances attending his  father-in- 
law's death as follows: 

“Mr. Havemeyer had made his home 
with us for several years, and we were 
accustomed to 2onsult his convenience 


{and wishes as to where he would stay. 


For his convenience and for our own 
we have been accustomed to keep our 
city home open during the Summer, in 
order that when we took a run into 
town from Locust Valley everything | 
would be prepared for us to stop over | 
for a day or two if we desired. Mr. 
Havemeyer was accustomed to divide 
his time between Locust Valley andj 
New York during the hot weather, but! 
he usually spent the week end with us 
in the country. 

“This he did a week ago, remaining 
in Locust Valley until Tuesday, when 
he returned-to the city. On Thursday 
Mrs. Willcox and I came to town and 
found Mr. Havemeyer in his usual good 
health. Friday night before Mrs. Will- 
cox returned to Locust Valley, her 
father had dinner with us at Delmoni- 
co's. I remained in town until Satur- 
day morning, and when I left Mr. Have- 
meyer was in good health and spirits. 


Dined With His Son. 


“During the afternoon, however, ac- 
cording to the butler, Mr. Havemeyer 
complained of not feeling very well. He 
telephoned to his physician, Dr. George 
Montague Swift, 20 West Fifty-fitth 
Street, and was informed that the latter 
was out of town, but was referred to 
another physician whose name the but- 
ler does not know. This doctor was 
also away from his office, and after a 
little while Mr. Havemeyer decided that 
he was al! right again and did not make 
any further attempt, so far as we can 
learn, to see a physician. ‘hat night 
he went to the Hotel Gotham and had 
dinner with his son and daughter-in- 
law, Mr. and Mrs. Arthur Havemeyer. 
Mrs. John J. Herrick of Chicago, mother 
of Mrs. Havemeyer, was also of the 
The elder Mr. Havemeyer made 
no complaint of not feeling well, and 
apparently enjoyed his dinner. He re- 
turned home to our apartments about 9 
o'clock and sat down in the library, 
where he read until midnight. Then he 
went to his room to retire. 

‘While he was undressjipg he called | 
to the butler, and told hin? that he had { 
a slight pain in his chest and asked him | 
to fetch a plaster from Mrs. Willcox’s 
room, saying he thought it would relieve 
Clinton, the butler, applied | 
the plaster under his direction and Mr. 
Havemeyer went to bed. ‘The butler 
was a little worried lest Mr. Have- 
mever might be unable to sleep and 
went to his room twice to see if any- 
thing was needed for his comfort. On 
each occasion he called to him softly, 
and on receiving no response concluded 
that he was sleeping. The first visit 
was made at 2 o’clock in the morning 
and the second at 4 o’clock. 

“When Clinton got up in the morning 
he decided not to call Mr. Havemeyer 
according to his usual custom, because 
the latter had retired so late on Satur- 
day night. At 9 o’clock Mrs. Willcox 
called up on the telephone from Locust 
Valley and asked Clinton whether or 
not her father, according to his usual | 
custom, was going to motor down to our | 
Summer place for dinner. When in-;

risen she asked Clinton to call her | 
father to the telephone.

TOKIO, Sept. 7.—The assassination ot |

Fifteen thousand persons gathered inj; 
mass-meeting in Hibiya Park, calling 
military action against China. A

They demanded the dispatch of troops 
to China to take such measures as are 
necessary to obtain satisfaction for the 
killing of Japanese at Nanking, or, fail- 
ing this, the resignation of the Minister 
of Foreign Affairs, Baron Nobuaki Ma- |} 
kino, 

The speakers denounced the emptiness 
of Japanese diplomacy in connection | 
with California and China, and insisted | 


| that the insult to the Japanese flag at} 


Nanking be wiped out. The manifesta- 
tion was clearly an explosion of popu- | 
lay resentment against the Ministry ow- , 
ing to its treatment of the California 
and Chinese questions. 

Profiting by the lesson of the riots | 
which followed the conclusion of peace 
between Russia and Japan, the Govern- 
ment reduced the risk of violence to-; 
day by refusing to allow a single soldier | 
or policeman at the scene. The mani- 
festants, many of whom were students, 
were orderly during the early part of 
the proceedings. A score of agitators, | 
including a _ girl, criticized Japanese | 
diplomacy and stated that it had never 
contributed to the upbuilding of the 
empire and had always ended in fail- 
The incidents in China were, it| 
was declared, unbearable, | 

Suddenly the cry to march on the For-| 
eign Office was raised, and there was a | 
general stampede, many persons barely | 
escaping from being crushed. The} 
crowds surged through the streets, | 
headed by the gesticulating leaders, and | 
reached the Foreign Office, to find that; 
the high iron gates were locked. 

Scores of the demonstrators pounded | 
on the gates and called for them to be} 
opened, but in vain. A delegation was) 
appointed the members. of. which 
clmbtd the. gates, and then.ensued & 
long parley. 

Meanwhile the crowd was cheerful but } 
determined. It showered compliments } 
on a beautiful geisha girl who was| 
struggling by. in a ’rickshaw, but an-/ 
grily stoned a photographer who was | 
seeking to take snapshots of the chief} 
delegate, who, having returned, mounted | 
the portals to report progress. Perched | 
unsteadily on the pickets, he made a! 
fantastic picture, and in a harsh ha- 
rangue declared that the committee had 
demanded either the dispatch of troops 
or the retirement of the Foreign Min-| 
ister.

On their arrival both physicians 
declared that Mr. Havemeyer had died 
from heart failure. 

““In the meantime I had telephoned to

Mrs. Willcox and I immediately started 
from Locust Valley in an automobile, 
and arrived here at 11 o’clock. Mrs. 
Willcox is still suffering from the shock 
of her father’s sudden death, and is all 
unstrung.”’ 


Died Like His Father. 


William F. Havemeyer was the son of 
former Mayor William F. Havemeyer, 
who died suddenly of heart disease in 
the City Hall during his term of office. 
He was born in this city in 1850, and 
was educated in private schools and by | 
tutors. With his brothers as a young} 
man he entered the sugar refining indus- 
try under the name of Havemeyer 
Brothers. When the American Sugar 
Refining Company was organized in 1889, 
the firm disposed of its plant and Mr. 
Havemeyer retired from active business. 

In 1876 Mr. Havemeyer married Miss; 
Josephine L. Harmon, the daughter of | 
the late Alexander G. Harmon. Mrs. 
Havemeyer died about fourteen years 
ago. Prior to his wife’s death Mr. 
Havemeyer had been a collector of 
American paintings, but when he gave 
up his home about twelve years ago his 
collection was disposed of at a two 
days’ sale. He continued, however, to 
indulge his hobby for collecting valuable 
historical data and documents, and had 
at the time of his death the most ex- 
tensive collection of Washingtoniana in 
the United States. The value of his col- 
lection is unknown. Most of it is at 
present lying in safety deposit vaults 
downtown.

HAPGOOD HITS AT JOHNSON. 


Gives Out Gaynor Manager’s Letter 
Asking Murphy for a Job. 


Norman Hapgood, Chairman of the 
Fusion Committee of 107, switched his 
attack from Mayor Gaynor vyester- 
day to the Mayor’s campaign manager, 
Fire Commnissioner Joseph Johnson. 
Mr. Hapgood gave out a copy of a let- 
ter alleged ‘to have been written by Mr. 
Johnson to Tammany Leader Charles 
F. Murphy in 1909 asking to be put on 
Murphy’s list for an appointment un- 
der Mayor Gaynor, who had just been 
elected. The letter was first made pub- 
lic by Mr. Hearst in the series published 
under the title ‘“‘The Letters of a 
Boss”’ in one of the the Hearst maga- 
zines, which letters were alleged to 
have been extracted from Murphy’s 
waste basket when the latter was s0- 
journing at Mount Clemens. The letter 
read: 

Dear Chief—In reply to my letter ask- 
ing an appointive place, I have received a 
nice letter from Judge Gaynor, asking me 

to wait a little while until he ig rested. I 
am going ahead getting letters of recom- 
mendation, as a matter of form, which 
you can see when you return. I feel that I 
shall be greatly embarrassed here about 
the first of January. I know that I shall 
be O. K, with the Judge if you put me on 
your list, 


Mr. Hapgood said the letter illustrated 
the method of handing out patronage 
that would prevail if the Tammany 
ticket should succeed at the polls in No- 
vember. He said: 

“Tf Tammany elects McCall as Mayor 
Murphy will make up a list of ne men 
who are to receive appointive Places. 
This _ undoubtedly made a part of 
the understanding when McCall was 
chosen at the Delmonico conference. It 
is no more reasonable to suppose that 
McCall will be permitted to use his own 
judgment independently of dictation 
from Murphy than it is to suppose that 
Gaynor was entirely free to make his 
‘own appointments after he had been

fore he sailed on the Baltic that he had 
never quarraled with Tammany, but 
that it had refused to renominate him 
because he would not turn the city de- 
partments over to it for spoliation.

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OF WOMAN'S BODY 


Lower Part of Torso Found 
Three Miles Below Place 
of First Discovery. 


ROCK A VALUABLE CLUE 


Of a Kind Found in Manhattan but 
Not in New Jersey—Letter “A” 
Worked on Pillow Slip Covering.

The lower part of the torso vf the 
young woman whose dismembered body 
had been sunk in the Hudson River was 
found yesterday afternoon at the water’s 
edge at Weehawken, N. J.; opposite 
Thirty-ninth Street. This was about 
three miles below. Woodcliff, N. J., 
where a part of the body, packed in a 
pillow half full of feathers and wrapped 
in heavy manila paper, was found on 
Friday afternoon. 

.In the bundle in which the lower part 
of the body was found yesterday was a 
piece of New York schist weighing about 
nine pounds. This is a greenish-gray 
rock glittering with mica, which occurs 
everywhere on Manhattan Island, but 
is rarely or never found on the New 
Jersey side. .The piece was irregular in 
shape and appeared to have been broken 
off by blasting. Such a piece might be 
found anywhere in Manhattan where 
foundations are being excavated. 

This find led County Physician George 
W. King and Prosecutor’s Detective 
William J. Charlock to believe the 
woman had been killed in New York 
City. Last night the police and Dis- 
trict Attorney’s office of New York 
were notified by telephone, and Assist- 
ant District Attorney Murphy made a 
visit to Hoboken to begin an investiga- 
tion. 

The package found yesterday after- 
noon lay on a-cinder bed of the Jérsey 
Junction division of the West Shore 
Railroad. The railroad runs at the edge 
of the water, ‘and the cinder roadbed 
forms the bank of the river. Extend- 


ing more than a hundred yards into 
the Hudson at this place is a flat which 
is used for the graveyard of barges, 
schooners, and small boats which have 
been burned or wrecked along the Hud- 
son. The place is called the Baxter 
Wrecking Company’s basin. At low tide 
the rotting hulls of hundreds of small 
craft are exposed, but high tide sub- 
merges everything except the tops of 
the ribs of the larger wrecks. 

There were more than a score of boys 
with nets hunting crabs in the ships’ 
eaererd from the shore or from the 
nulls of the boats all day yesterday. 
James Hagman, a young paperhanger, 
of 504 West Fifty-third Street, and 
Michael Brennan, a painter, of the same 
address,- who were climbing about the 
skeletons of old sloops at the’ foot of 
Hamilton Place, Weehawken, were the 
first to see the bundle. This was at 
6 o’clock yesterday morning. It was 
low tide then and the bundle was lying 
just above the water line. The two 
crab hunters _ aid no attention to it at 
this time. They went ashore to rest, 
however, at about 2 o’clock in the after- 
noon, and noticed the bundle again, 
this time under about a foot of water, 
as the tide was coming in. 

Hagman with a long stick rolled the 
bundle to shore. It was wrapped in 
heavy brown paper, evidently of the 
kind which is treated with chemicals 
for use in wrapping clothes to keep 
moths away. Around the bundle sev- 
eral yards of fine milliner's wire had 
been wound. After taking off the wire 
Hagman found a pillow-slip inside the 
bundle. Within the pillow-slip was the 
section ef the woman's body wrappe* in 
a newspaper, ; 

Hagman and his companion called 
others to see their discovery, and a few 
minutes later the Weehawken police 
were notified. Detective Michael Lyons, 
Capt. Charles Hessner and Policeman 
James Weir were sent to investigate. 
Detective Lyons examined the bundle 
and found the chunk of rock which 
tended to establish the fact that the 
crime had taken place in New York 
City. The newspaper in which the sec- 
tion of the body was wrapped bore the 
date of Aug. 81, and this date tallied 
with the conjecture of County Physician 
King that the crime had taken place re- 
cently. From the condition of the body 
Dr. King believes that the woman prob- 
ably died last Monday or Tuesday. 

In spite of the fact that thé bundle 
was weighted with a nine-pound rock, 
Dr. King was of the opinion that it 
have. been sunk somewhere in 
midstream and have floated to the Jer- 
sey side, On the other hand, it is pos- 
sible that the bundle was thrown into 
the stream from the shore in front of 
the Baxter Wrecking Company’s basin 
and that it did not move from the spot 
where it sunk. If the bundle was thrown 
into midstream from a boat it must 
have found a channel! at high tide which 
would take it through ten or twelve 
rows .of wrecked ships in front of the 
place where it was found. 

The first part of the body was found in 
a pillow which had been ripped open 
and half emptied of its feathers. The 
second pars was wrapped in the slip 
which had evidently gone over the 
rillow. The slip furnished the authori- 
ties with what is believed to be a valu- 
able clue. ~ 


On the slip was the embroidered let- 


j;ter ‘‘ A,’ with fancy designs on either

side. It was hand embroidery 
had evidently been done by one 
was a beginner at needlework, The 
‘A’ was about an inch high and 
began and ended in a flourish, which 
made its width about an inch and a 
half. On each side of the “A” a 
circle was embroidered, and within the 
circles were a number of embroidered 
dots. On three sides of each circle 
were embroidered what appeared to be 
curving branches, each bearing several 
leaves. The ‘‘ A ’'»had* evidently been 
slightly beyond the powers of the em-— 
broiderer, as its sides were uneven and 
the flourishes at the end were poorly 
executed. The embroidering was in 
white silk on a white cotton pillow sli 
of the size 32 by 21 inches. he hand- 
work led the detectives on the case 
yesterday to believe that the body had 
been dismembered in a private residence. 

The autopsy was not held yesterday 
because of the evidence which made it 
probable that the crime had been com- 
mitted in New York City. On this ac- 
count Dr. King wished a _ physician 
representing New York County to be 

resent, and the autopsy will probably 

e held to-day or to-morrow. 

Dr. King, however, stated yesterday 
that there was evidence that the woman 
had died undergoing an operation. The 
two portions of the body fitted perfect- 
ly, showing that they were from the 
Same person. The legs had been severed 
from the body a few inches below the 
hips, the bones evidently being cut with 
a surgeon's saw. 

Chief of Police Leonard Marey of 
North Bergen had five detectives in 
motor boats making their way yesterday 
along the Jersey Shore for several milés 
above and below Woodcliffe, where the 
section of the body was found on Fri- 
day, in search of bundles containing 
other parts of the dismembered body. 

Other detectives went to various man- 
ufacturers of women’s wear in the 
neighborhood of Hoboken in an effort to 
trace the undergarment wrapped about 
the upper part of the torso which was 
found Friday. The search along these 
lines had not led anywhere last night. 

Chief of Police Hayes and A. J. Volk, 
keeper of the Morgue in Hoboken, each 
received an anonymous letter by special 
delivery yesterday. They had evidently 
been written by a lunatic. Both letters 
were several pases in length, but nei- 
ther contained a sentence which made 
sense. They were written about the 
finding of part of the woman’s body at 
Woodcliffe, but neither Chief Hayes nor 
Undertaker Volk was able to interpret 
successfully a single idea that the let- 
ters were intended to convey. 


Falls from Launch, Drowns. 

Gerhard Jea, 32 years old, a waiter liv- 
ing at 368 South Nineteenth Street, New- 
ark, was returning yesterday from a 
fishing trip to Rockaway Point in the 
launch Beauty and was lying on top of 
the cabin when a storm hit the launch 
near fman’s Island. The vessel 
gave a lurch, and Jea went overboard. 
He was drowned despite the efforts of 
his companions to save him,

FOUND DEAD IN BED

THAW’S CHANCES OF BAIL. 


Canadian Courts Liberal in That 
Respect—Blunders Aid Him.

MONTREAL, Quebec, Sept. 7.—There 
is every indication that the Thaw case 
will result in a test of the constitution- 
ality of the Canadian Immigration act, 
and appeals may drag eut the case for 
months. It is argued that the act vio- 
lates the Ashburton treaty, giving to 
American citizens equal rights with 
Canadian citizens in the Canadian 
courts. The immigration law denies the 
right of appeal under certain condi- 
tions. 

It is admitted. in some circles here 
that official blunders have helped 
Thaw’s side of the case. The writs 
granted to Thaw’s lawyers on Friday 
were signed at 3:15 P.M, and the

If not, it may be 
appealed to the Supreme Court at Ot- 
tawa, and thence, if necessary, to the 
Privy Council itself. If the Privy Coun- 
cil decides against Thaw on the habeas 
corpus, the fight then will begin on the 
appeal in regard to a writ of prohibi- 
tion, and the whole appellate work will 
be repeated. The constitutionality of 
the Canadian act will come before the 
Privy Council in either event, and will 
be the basis upon which final judgment 
must be given. It is interesting to note 
in this connection that many of the 
leading lawyers in Canada repeatedly 
have asserted that the act was in vio- 
lation of the British North America act. 

Thaw probably will be released on 
bail here pending the hearing of the 
two writs. He is not held on any of- 
fence which would prevent bail; and 
the Quebec courts in particular allow 
wide latitude in the granting of bail, 
almost any offense, except those pun- 
ishable by death, being included as 
available’ of bail. 

In the meantime the case of Mr. 
Jerome is being discussed widely. 
There is little probability that the case 
against him will be dismissed in Coati- 
cook.

Four generations 
of the family were represented at the 
celebration. Mr. Harris is 83 years old, 
his wife is 84. They enjoy the best of 
health and are unusually active for their 


years. 

Their home yesterday was filled with 
flowers of ail kinds and potted plants, 
sent by relatives and friends, and they 
received many presénts in silverware 
and cut glass. Last night the couple 
fave a reception to some 200 relatives 
and friends. 

The Cohens were married on Sept. 7, 
1853. Mrs. Cohen, who was Ernestine 
Sobel, came to this country when a 
young girl from Koschmin, Germany.

Athletes Go to the Vatican in Sepa- 
rate Groups and Are Reviewed 
and Blessed by the Pope.

ROME, Sept. 7.—Disgraceful scenes 
were witnessed in the streets to-day 
on the occasion of the march of mem- 
bers of Catholic gymnastic associa- 
tions to the Vatican to be addressed 
by the Pope. 

It-had been intended that the gym- 
nasts should march with bands and 
banners to St. Peter’s, but the anti- 
Clericals arranged that a meeting of 
protest should be held on the route. 
The police then interfered and 
stopped the procession and the meet- 
ing, only allowing the Catholics to 
march in separate groups without 
flags or drums. 

Thousands of police and troops were 
scattered along the various routes 
taken by the associations. The police 
found it necessary to send the Aus- 
trian contingent by tram. 

Anti-Clericals several times at- 
tacked various groups. Numerous ar- 
rests were made, one of those ar- 
rested being an aged Garibaldian in a 
red shirt, who led the anti-Clericals 
to the Square of St. Peter’s. There it 
was necessary to call out infantry to 
drive back the crowd. 

Happily, very little injury was done 
beyond torn shirts and a few bruised 
bodies. 

After hearing mass, the gymnasts 
were reviewed by the Pope, who later 
dismissed them with his blessing. 

All the arrested persons were re- 
leased this evening. 


ROME, Sept. 7.—Police, 
and troops were all used to keep order 
in the streets to-day, but scuffles oc- 
curred, amid cries from the Catholics 
of ‘‘ Long live the Pope!”’ to which the 
Anti-Clericals responded by shouting, 
“Long live free thinking!” 

Four hours were occupied by the ath- 
Jetes in reaching St. Peter’s, where 
they unfurled flags and passed into the 
Court of San Damaso. They knelt 
when the Pope appeared on_the_ bal- 
cony, surrounded by_ the Pontifical 
Court. The Pope’s sister Maria, his 
niece Gilda, and his brother Angelo 
were present in the special tribune. 

The athletes, pilgrims, and others in 
the assembly numbered 8,000, and after 
the Apostolic benediction had been im- 
parted they rose and gave a triple hur- 
rah. The Pontiff inquired regarding 
the obstacles which had been placed in 
the way of the demonstration, and 
urged extreme prudence. i 

The Osservatore Romano publishes an 
article, inspired by the Vatican, pro- 
testing against the prohibition of the 
parade, which it considers an_ offense 
against the liberty of Catholics. It 
urges the athletes, especially ‘‘ the sons 
of free America,’’ to describe at home 
“the species of liberty and independ- 
ence which the Italian laws give the 
Holy See.”’

CANAL DRY DIGGING ENDS. 


Dredgers Will Complete the Work in 
the Culebra Cut. 

Special Cable to THE NEW YORK TIMEs. 

PANAMA, Sept. 7.—The dry ex- 
eavation work on the Panama Canal 
was completed yesterday. 

All the equipment has been removed 
from the Culebra Cut. 

The flooding of the trench will be- 
gin on Oct. 9, and the future ex- 
cavation will be done by dredging. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 7.—The com- 
pletion of dry excavation on the Panama 
Canal, just ten days ahead of schedule 
time, has advauced the work on the 
great waterway almost to the final 
stages. Much digging and cleaning out 
remain to be done in the Culebra Cut 
and at other points along the route, but 
all of this will be accomplished by mam- 
moth dredges floating on tne surface of 
the canal. 

An army of men will be busy during 
the next four weeks removing steam 
shovels and other equipment and ma- 
terial, including thirty-six miles of rail- 
road track from the nine-mile channel 
in the Culebra Cut. This is preparatory 
to turning water into the channel from 
Gatun Lake on the Atlantic side. The 
water will be introduced through four 
©6-inch pipes extending underneath 
Gamboa Dike, and enough will be let in 
to act as a cushion against the ex- 
plosion when the dike is destroyed. 

While the cut is being cleared of rail- 
way and equipment, drilling and blast- 
ing will be going on at the bottom of the 
channe}, losening up rock and earth 
for the dredges that will soon be at 
work. On Aug. 1, 998,000 cubic yards re- 
mained to be taken out of the ‘“ theo- 
retical canal prism,’’ and since that time 
the steam shovels have reduced the 
amount to approximately 650,000 cubic 
yards, which is left for the dredges. Six 
of the shovels will be retained, however, 
for the work of removing material from 
the east and west banks near Culebra, 
to lessen the danger from slides. 

The destruction of Gamboa Dike will 
leave only one such obstruction along 
the canal route, the dike over which the 
railroad crosses at Gatun Locks, and 
which can be removed at any time. The 
last barrier on the Pacific side, the 
Miraflores Dike, was dynamited a week 
ago, turning Pacific tide water into a 
channel 5,000 feet long, 500 feet wide, 
and 41 feet deep. Dredges are now 
navigating this channel. 

Small vessels probably will be able 
to pass through the canal from end to 
end by Oct. 10, and the waterway should 
be ready for shipping proper early in 
December. 


HONOR HERZL’S MEMORY. 


Ten Thousand Zionists Pass Before 
His Tomb at Vienna. 


VIENNA, Sept. 7.—Ten thousand Zion- 
ists, representing Jewish societies in all 
parts of the world, paid homage to-day 
to Dr. Theodor Herzl’s memory before 
his grave at Ddobling.

Lost the Sweetheart of His Youth 
and Never Loved Another. 


LEES SUMMIT, Mo., Sept. 7.~Here, 
five miles from Blue Cut—the scene of 
the first train robbery ever perpetrated 
in Missouri—Cole Younger, ex-member 
of the Jesse James band, has just pro- 
fessed religion and joined the Christian 
church. 

Younger has been a regular attendant 
at a series of revival meetings con- 
ducted by the Rev. J. Thomas Webb, 
and the improvised tabernacle where 
the services are being held is only a 


few rods from the little cottage where 
the old rough rider settled down some 
years ago to spend the rest of his days 
in peace. 

From his porch where he sits and 
smokes his pipe dreaming of the days 
when he roamed High Prairie with 
Quantrill’s guerrillas, he can hear the 
hymns and the fervid exhortations of 
the preacher. He often had said to Miss 
Halli, his favorite niece, that when he 
was young he had three points of am- 
bition—to get married, be a Christian 
and a Mason. “ But I never had time 
to do either until now,” said the old 
man. ‘I loved a girl, but the war came 
on and I lost her and that’s bottled up 
forever. I never loved another, so there 
never was any chance for me to get 
married. I never had an opportunity to 
become a Mason until I came out of 
prison and of course I didn’t attempt 
it then, for some one might have black- 
balled me and that would have broken 
my heart. But I am a Christian and 
one of my ambitions is realized.”’ 

Cole Younger has twenty-two bullets 
in his body, and while he is a man of 
giant stature—six feet tall and weizgh- 
ing 260 pounds—he never is free from 
pain. Recently he was forced to can- 
cel several lecture engagements because 
of failing health. 

“No wonder I’m battered up and 
about worn out,” he said. ‘I’ve led a 
turbulent, adventurous life. ‘lhe war 
brought on hate and strife and killing 
around here. They murdered my father 
when I was a schoolboy and I was 
launched into a life of shooting, re- 
prisals and rough-riding, winding up 
with twenty-five years in prison. My 
folks were all religious people and I 
was brought up in a religious home. 
Now I’m an old man—seventy next 
January—and I have come, by God’s 
mercy, back to this very spot where lL 
spent my childhood, to end my days.” 


CAPITAL LANDMARK GOING. 


Fiotel Forming Two Houses Wash- 
Ington Owned to be Torn Down. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 7.—One of the 
ancient landmarks which connect George 
Washington with the capital is to be 
torn down to give place to the park 
that Congress has planned for the space 
between the Capitol and the Union sta- 
tion plaza. There stands the Hillman 
house, as it had been known for many 
vears, and previously as the Kenmore 
Hotel and the Washington Inn, on two 
lots Gen. Washington bought when the 
Federal City was first laid out. These 
two lots and seven others which he 
selected: on the eastern branch along the 
Anacostia flats were his entire invest- 
ment in the new city, which he then 
only believed was to be not only the 
capital of the nation but the ‘‘ com- 
mercial emporium,” as he frequently 
called it, of the continent. Neither in- 
vestment realized anything like his ex- 
pectations, 

Washington had two houses built on 
the two lots, employing Dr. William 


Thornton to design them after the style 


of a house he had seen in Philadelphia. 
In a letter to Thornton in 1798, written 
at Mount Vernon, Washington wrote: 

I saw a building in Philadelphia of about 
the same front and elevation that are to be 
given to my two houses, which pleased 
me. It consisted of two houses united— 
doors in the centre, a pediment in the roof, 
and a dormer window on each side of it 
in front, skylights in the rear, 

If this is not incongruous with rules of 
architecture, I should be glad to have my 
two houses executed in this style. 

It is a local tradition that Washing- 
ton actually spent one night in one of 
the houses. 

Forty-odd years ago the grade of 
North »Capitol Street, in which the 
houses faced, was cut down, and the 


then owner built two stories under 
them, making a_ six-story building. 
Washington paid $936 for the two lots, 
and estimated the houses, when com- 
pleted, to be worth $15,000. 

The Hillman House ‘acquired a good 
deal of notoriety in 1899 when a young 
clerk boarding there, named Ayers, 
was shot and killed by another boarder, 
Mrs. Bonine,- who concealed, her act 
for a week. Mrs. Bonine then told the 
authorities that she had shot the young 
man to protect herself. Her defense was 
supported by evidence, and she was ac- 
quitted.

Sir Oliver Lodge, in Presidential 
Address, Will Combat the 
“Theory of Relativity.” 


EXISTENCE WITHOUTMATTER 


Celebrated Scientist to Argue 
Against the Idea That What 
Not Palpable Is Non-Existent. 


BIRMINGHAM, Sept. 7.—From Sept. 
10 to Sept. 17 the annual meeting of 
the British Association will bring to- 
gether here hundreds of men. prominent 
in various branches of science and oth- 
ers whose work is in the field of soci- 
ology to listen to the reading of papers 
and to engage in discussions. These 
gatherings of the British Association 
have come to be regarded as distinct 
milestones for the scientific world, and 
on this occasion, as usual, new theories 
will, it is expected, be advanced an 
fresh discoveries announced. 

Sir Oliver Lodge will be the President. 
Last year Sir Edward Schifer presided 
over the association and launched cer- 
tain suggestions regarding the origin of 
life that excited much controversy. 

Sir Oliver will take ‘“‘ Ether’ for the 
Subject of his address, 
sider some theories of the structure and 
matter of the universe. 
to part of the public largely through his 
beliefs in regard to what is known as 
the ‘‘occult.’” The school of British 
physicists has heretofore built up its 
theories and explanations of the trans- 
mission of light through space, and the 
attraction of heavenly bodies for each 
other, on the theory of the existence of 
ether which transmits light waves and

by Prof. Einstein of the Untversity of 
Zurich and Prof. Max Planck, Rector 
of Berlin University, has come forward 
with an attempt to predicate a uni- 
verse without ether, their theory being 
known as the theory of relativity. 

Part of Sir Oliver Lodge’s address 
will be a protest against this.

From a popular standpoint the most 
interesting discussion will be on the 
cost of living. Prof. Adam L. Bowley 
of London University will speak on the 
relation between wholesale and retail 
prices, with special reference to work- 
ing-class expenditure, and there will be 
other papers on workingmen’s budgets.

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FEAR PANKHURST VISIT. 


Antis Cite Alleged Suffrage Hissing 
of Wilson’s Name as Ominous.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 7.—The WNa- 
tional Association Opposed to Woman 
Suffrage gave out a statement to-night 
charging that President Wilson’s name 
was hissed by suffragists at an anti- 
suffragist meeting at Spring Lake, N. 
J., in the course of an address by Miss 
Minnie Bronson, and the fear is ex- 
pressed that such tactics may increase 
should Mrs. Emmeline Pankhurst, the 
leader of the British militant suffragists, 
come to this country in October, as re- 
ported, to lecture on the cause. 

‘When such a thing happens,’’ says 
the statement, referring to the hissing 
of the President, ‘‘ It is time for the 
public to ask how far the ‘votes for 
women’ advocates of this country are 
behind their militant sisters in Eng- 
land. 

‘““With the announcement that the 
leader of all suffragist militancy is to 
come here, it becomes the duty of the 
suffragists to see to see to it that their 
fight is conducted along saner and more 
patriotic lines. There is a violence of 
words no less than there is a violence of 
action. The institutions of the country 
can be attacked by the intemperance of 
words as well as by the physical out- 
bursts of unreasoning anger and dés- 


a peration. 


“Tt is of inestimable importance that 
the discussion of the suffrage question 
be conducted in the United States in a 
decent and,orderly manner. When in 
Aprit, 1910, President Taft was hissed 
in a public meeting in Washington be- 
cause he did not come out and indorse 
woman suffrage, men who did the hiss- 
ing were subjected to stern criticism in 
the newspapers. Nobody approved of 
such a course. Everybody recognized 
all the elements of 
rowdyism. 

“This second offense occurred the 
night of Sept. 3, when Miss Bronson 
addressed the meeting in Spring Lake in 
New Jersey, where the suffragists have 
been active for some time. She was 
describing the lack of unanimity in the 
suffrage ranks as to what man they 
preferred to carry tne,banner of suf- 
fragism in the White House.

MAKE PAPER FROM BAMBOO. 


Process a Success if Inexpensive 
Bleach Can Be Found. 


Whether the manufacture of paper 
pulp from bamboo in the Far East can 
be put on a commercial basis is a matter 
of considerable uncertainty, according 
to United States Consul General George 
E. Anderson from Hongkong, British 
China, 

Mr. Anderson reports as the latest de- 
velopments in the enterprise the estab- 
lishment of pulp factories in Siam, 
Burma, and India, but asserts that the 
experience of other companies actually 


engaged in the undertaking seems not to 
have been ae encouraging. Mr. 
Anderson describes the most conspicu- 
ous attempts made in that quarter to 
produce a commercially desirable pulp 
from the bamboo. 

“Five places in lower Burma and six 

laces on the west coast of ‘Southern 
ndia,” -he says, ‘‘ were selected as lo- 
calities especially favorable from the 
viewpoint of raw material, transport 
facilities, and available markets. The 
enterprise in India seems to hinge large- 
ly upon the question of satisfactory and 
cheap transportation. Two notable fac- 
tories have been established for the 
pulping of bamboos, one by the Mitsu 
Bishi Goshi Kaisha in Formosa and 
the other by a Hongkong corporation 
near Haiphong in Indo-China. 

“The last named concern is a public 
corporation and best represents the com- 
mercial phase of the business. The 
factory has been established under Eng- 
lish and French supervision and control 
with a capital of $316;800 gold. The 
company was organized about three 

ears ago, and the plant was purchased 
n Scotland. The installation was con- 
sidered complete about a year ago, and 
an attempt has been made during the 

st year to manufacture pulp, Various 
roubles with the plant were experi- 
enced, however, and some machinery 
had to be replaced, and there was some 
question as to the success of manage- 
ment. The result so far has been that 
the company has a loss of $149,909 local 
currency, or about $71,956 gold, and ac- 
cording to the auditor faces a further 
loss of about $25,000 gold in the “imme- 
diate futurs.”’ ’ ;

This pro- 
gramme was agreed to after a confer- 
ence between Democratic leaders and 
Senators Smoot and Gallinger, repre- 
senting the Republicans. 

Now that the end is in sight Repub- 
licans are quite as anxious as the Demo- 


|crats to get rid of the tariff, for there 


general understanding that with 
the sending of this measure to confer- 
ence a quorum will disappear and the 
Senate will go into what amounts prac- 
tically to a recess. Meanwhile the, tar- 
iff conferrees will endeavor to reconcile 
the difference between the two houses, 
and the Senate Banking and Currency 
Committee will continue its hearings on 
the money bill now before it. 

The machinery for to-morrow’s ses- 
sion has been carefully oiled. Vice- 
President Marshall attended the last 
party caucus at the request of the lead- 
ers. There he was carefully coached 
on what to do and what not to do on 
the final day of the tariff fight. Realiz- 
ing that there might be some question 
of the right of recognition even among 
the Democrats, the Vice President has 
been primed by the Democratic leaders 
as to exactly whom to recognize, what 
motions would be made to expedite the 
bill through its last stages, and what 
action he should take. Only the recog- 
nized leaders will get the eye or ear 
the Vice President late to-morrow, 
and all precautions have been taken 
against any chance breakdown, ;

LONGEST SPECIAL SESSION. | 


Congress Has Sat for Seven Months 
Over Tariff Legislation. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 7.—President 
Wilson’s extra session of Congress for 
the enactment of tariff and currency 
legislation completed its seventh month 
to-day, and has broken all records for 
special sessions. Since Congress met on 
April 7 last 153 days have passed. The 
longest previous extra session was held 
in the Sixty-first Congress for the en- 
actment of the Payne tariff law. That 
session began on March 15 and ended on 
Aug. 5, 1909, making a total of 144 days. 
The extra session which effected the en- 
actment of the Dingley law in 1897 last- 
ed 131 days, from March 15 to July 24. 

In reconstruction days, immediately 
following the civil war, there was an ex- 
tra session which convened on March 4, 
1867, and ran into the regular session, 
which began the following Dec. 2.: This 
was a span of 274 days, and would have 
constituted an unbeaten record except 
that there were recesses from March 
to July 1, and from July 20 to Nov. 21. 

Since Dec. 7, 1908—nearly five years 
ago—Congress has, had the steadiest run 
in its history. It has been in session 
two-thirds of the time, with a total of 
1,195 days, and recesses between ses- 
sions aggregating only 571 days.

AFTER CHINESE OPIUM RING. 


Federal Officials Suspect Alien 


Smuggling and White Slavery. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 7.—On the basis 
of unofficial reports from Chicago con- 
cerning the discovery there of a “ Chi- 
nese black book”’ containing a list of 
agencies for the sale of opium in various 
cities, marginal notes in Chinese charac- 
ters, and records of Chinese alleged to 
have been smuggled into the United 
States, Federal officials will to-morrow 
start.on the trail of what they suspect 
to be an organization of opium sellers, 
Chinese smugglers, and white slavers. 

Immigration Commissioner Caminetti 





| directed the Chicago immigration a 


elals to-night to get in touch with the 
Chicago police, who have possession of | 
the Chinese black book, and obtain all 
the information regarding the case, with 
a view to ascertaining whether the 
Chinese exclusion laws have been vio- 
lated by smuggling Orientals over an 
“underground road ’”’ from Canada. 

The Chief Immigration Inspector at 
Chicago is Dr. Percy L. Prentis, who is 
now in New York on detail as a mem- 
ber of the special board -investigating 
food conditions at Ellis Island. 

The special agents of the Customs 
Service will also look into the matter, as | 
they are Interested in violations of the 
opium law, while the immigration au- 


thorities are more particularly con- 
cerned with the allegations of smuggling 
of Chinese into the country. Any evi- 
dence of violations of the Mann white 
slave law will be turned over to the De- 
partment of Justice.

REILLY HAS FRIAS 
HELD FOR PERJURY 


Asserts That Cuban Ex-Senator | 
Made False Statements to 
Obtain Injunction. 


PUT UNDER $2,500 BAIL

Arrest Made at the-Hotel Manhat- 
tan—Counsel for Frias Connects 
Sulzer with the Move. 


The suit of the assignees of ex-Sena- 
tor José Antonio Frias of Cuba against 
Hugh J. Reilly over a contract with the 
town of Cienfuegos regarding which 
William Sulzer was shown recently to 
have interested himself when a member 
of Congress and Chairman of the House 
Foreign Reiations Committee, figured 
unexpectedly yesterday in the Tombs 
Court when Frias appeared there to an- 
Swer @ charge of perjury. The complaint 
was made by Reilly, who charged that 
Frias, in an application for an injune- 
tion on July 9, swore falsely as to his 
whereabouts on Feb. 28, 1911. Magis- 
trate Corrigan held Frias under bail of 
$2,500 for examination on Wednesday. 
The temporary injunction granted by 
Justice Gavegan to prevent Reilly trom 
disposing of certain bonds and securi- 
ties said to have been in his possession 
Was made permanent Aug. 22 by Jus- 
tice Weeks. ‘The warrant yesterday 
was issued by Magistrate Corrigan and 
was served on Frias, who lives at the 
Hotel Manhattan, by a Central Office 
detective. Reilly, who Hves at the 
Prince George Hotel, was not in the 
courtroom, but was represented by 
counsel. 

After giving bail for a hearing on 
Wednesday, Senator Frias went back to 


his hotel and his lawyers gave out this 
statement: 


This latest attack on Senator Frias fol- 
lows Gov. Sulzer’s mysterious visit to Reilly 
at Cairo a week ago. Reilly seems dissatis- 
fied with the kind of justice that is being 
meted out to him in the civil courts, and, 
cempelled to abandon the charge of forgery 
which he hes persistently made, has found 
another pretext for dragging his controver- 
sy into the criminal courts, 

His friend, Gov. Sulzer, doubtless will 
be grateful for the aid and comfort thus 
given to him. 

The charge itself is unfounded and will 
be disposed of on Wednesday. As soon as 
Senator Frias heard of the charge he in- 
structed us to make whatever arrange- 
ménts were necessary to bring about an 
immediate hearing. He went voluntarily J 
to the Magistrate’s Court this morning and 

| was immediately released upon a bond of 
$2,500 furnished by the Southern Surety 
Company. 

Senator Frias came back from Guate- 
mala in May to face the charge of forgery 
made by Reilly, and which, we have reason 
to believe, was indorsed by Congressman 
Sulzer as a part of the deception practiced 
on the State Department in August, 1912. 

The District Attorney knows our attitude 
in the matter. A duplicate original of the 
document in question was produced before 
Justice Weeks, and we offered to let the 
District Attorney or any one else have it. 

The sole issue in the case is whether this 
document bears Mr.. Reilly's, genuine sig- 
nature. Handwriting experts in Havana 
and New York, including David N. Car- 
valho, have certified that it does, and the 
Supreme Court has granted an injunction 
upon the basis of its genuineness, — 

The perjury charged by Mr, Reilly con- 
sists in a statement made by Senator Frias 
in an affidavit that on Feb, 28, 1911, he 
and Reilly went to the Cuban Consulate 
in this city for the purpose of procuring a 
Consular certificate on the original docu- 
ment. This affidavit was based on prior 
affidavi®& of Mariano Rocafort, until re- 
cently Consul General of Cuba in New 
York, and of Victor Barranco, a messenger 
in the Consulate.

Urges Indictment of Fitzpatrick 
and Lannon for Conspiracy 
and Perjury. 


WILL GO THERE TO-MORROW 


Case Based on Investigation of Lan- 
non’e Sinecure—Sulzer Inquls!- 
tor After McCabe, Also. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, Sept. 7.—John A. Hennes- 
sy, the Sulzer inquisitor under the 
Moreland act to investigate State de- 
partments, who had not proceeded to 
any great length before he discovered 
that his authority was limited, intends to 
carry the Sulzer war against William H. 
Fitzpatrick, the organization leader in 
Buffalo, into the enemy’s balliwick. Mr. 
Hennessy has notified District Attorney 
Dudley of Erie County that he will go to 
Buffalo next Tuesdy to urge the indict- 
ment for conspiracy and perjury of Fitz- 
patrick and James J. Lannon, whom he 
examined on Aug. 11 in this city. Lan- 
non was a confidential agent in the Buf- 
falo office of the Excise Department and 
drew $1,500 a year without doing much 
if any work. 

Mr. Hennessy gave out for publication 
this letter: 


Albany, N. Y., Sept. 4, 1018. 

Hon. Wesley C. Dudley, District Attorney 

of Erie County, Buffalo, N. Y.: 

Dear Sir: In answer to your letter of 
Aug. 28, 1913, permit me to say that it is my 
desire that you present the cases of Will- 
iam H. Fitzpatrick and James J. Lannon 
to the Grand Jury. A copy of the testi- 
mony in the investigation held by me in 
Albany on Aug. 11 has been received by 
you. That testimony, as you no doubt per- 
ceive, was from witnesses hostile to the 
inquiry which I am conducting into State 
graft. Nevertheless, a case was clearly 
established that Lannon took State money 
for eighteen months; that his time was de- 
voted to the private business affairs of 
Fitzpatrick; that:the said Fitzpatrick was 
in & conspiracy to use the services of Lan- 
non while the State footed the bill, and 
that the facts were known to and winked 
at by the Excise Department. 

You will note that I cautioned the wit- 
nesses against perjury, and informed them 
they would be proceeded against to the 
last iimit of the law should they know- 
ingly testify to untruths. You have the 
sworn testimony of Fitzpatrick and Lan- 
non, which speaks for itself when taken 
with the established facts. 

You ask me in your note of Aug. 28 
whether I ‘‘ have any additional evidence 
other than that which was developed at 
your public investigaition.’”” Permit me to 
say that I have such additional evidence; 
that it is of a character which cannot be 
successfully refuted, and this evidence {m- 
peratively calls for a Grand Jury investi- 
gation forthwith. 

While on this subject let me say that I 
have another and distinct case to present 
to you against Mr. Fitzpatrick, which af- 
fects the State Treasury. 

I shall go to Buffalo on Tuesday, Sept. 
9, and snall furnish you with all the facts 
in my possession, together with the names 
of witnesses. Yours sincerely, 

HN A. HENNBESSY, 

Commissioner Under the Moreland Act to 

Investigate State Departments. 

Mr. Hennessy believes that there is 
no loophole through which either man 
can escape from the case he has pre- 
pared. 

“TI cannot say now what the proof 
is,’ he added, “but lawyers who have 
examined it say that nothing is want- 


ing.’’ 

Mr. Hennessy said that this was but 
one of ‘several cases of State graft. 
The proofs I have been gathering will, 
when even one-quarter way disclosed, 
explain the anxiety of Fitzpatrick of 
Buffalo, Kelley of Syracuse, Murphy of 
New York, and McCabe of Albany to 
impeach Gov. Sulzer, and ‘end govern- 
ment by investigation.’ ” 

Mr. Hennessy further declared that 
he was preparing a case for the Dis- 
trict Attorney of Albany County against 
Patrick E. McCabe, Democratic leader 
of Albany County, and clerk of the State 
Senate. He would not, however, discuss 
the facts in the proposed McCabe pro- 
ceedings. 


JOKE COSTS A MAN’S LIFE. 


Pretended Hold-Up In _ Brooklyn 
Draws Shot That Kills a Bystander. 


By the arrest of Max and William 
Klein, brothers, of 65 Tompkins Avenue, 
Williamsburg, the police believe they 
have cleared up the killing on Saturday 
night of James Brady of 558 Wythe 
Avenue. The arrest was made yester- 
day morning after Daniel O’Connor of 
57 Wilson Street had been taken in 
custody as a material witness. The 
shot which killed Brady, the police 
say, was intended for O’Connor. 

O’Connor had been out visiting 
friends during the evening, the police 
learned, and with some of them started 


for a saloon on Broadway. Brady was 
standing at South Eleventh and Berry 
Streets as they walked past the cor- 
ner. At the same time a wagon of 
the Queens County Dyeing Works of 
218 Dupont Street came along, and 
O’Connor, who was much under the 
influence of liquor, jumped into the 
middle of the road, as a joke, and 
stopped the horse . 

Max Klein, who was driving, ordered 
him to desist, but O’Connor’s com- 
panions backed him up. The two 
brothers, believing an attempt was 
about to be made to rob them, then 
jumped down from the wagon and, ac- 
cording to the police, Max whipped out 
a revolver and fired the shot which 
killed Brady. 

O’Connor’s friends then fled, and the 
Klein brothers jumped into their wagon, 
' whipped up the horse, and escaped. 
A night watchman, hearing the shot, 
ran out in time to see the wagon go- 
ing down the street, and found Brady 
lying unconscious on the walk. He had 
been struck by the stray bullet, and 
died on his way to the Williamsburg 
Hospital. 

The Kleins were held by Magistrate 
Hylan in the Manhattan Avenue 
Court in $1,500 on a charge of homicide, 
O’Connor was also held as a material 
witness. Max Klein is 20, and William 
Klein, 18 years old.

ARNOLD SHOWS USES' 
OF AIR GRAFT IN WAR} 


Army Aviator Says the Move- 
ments of Troops Will Be 
Seen Easily. 


STRAIN TELLS ON MEN 


Unsolved Problem Is How to Drive 
Away a Hostile Aviator 
Flying High. 


Hieut. Henry H. Arnold, U. 8. A, 
one of the veteran flyers of the Army 
Corps of Aviation, in the current issue 
of The Infantry Journal, the official 
publication of the United States In- 
fantry Association, the organization of 
the infantry officers of the regular 
army, writes about “ Air Craft and 
War. £ 


He deals exhaustively with the 
an instrument of 


war. 

Lieut. Arnold contends that experi- 
ence has shown the value of aeroplanes 
as instruments of war. He says that 
even at present they will more that 
repay the cost of fitting them out and 
transportation. He adds, however, that 
it seems probable that their sphere of 
operation will be enlarged with im- 
provements in their construction. 

Air craft, in the opinion of Lieut. 
Arnold, may be employed in five ways 
for military purposes, namely, recon- 
noissance, warding off hostile air craft, 
messenger service, observing artillery 
fire, carrying supplies, and offensive 
operations. The army aviator then 
discusses the merits and demerits of 
the various types of flying craft, after 
which he says: 

The strain, mental and physical, on an 
aviator is so severe that, even under the 
most favorable conditions, a pilot or an 
observer can scarcely make more than 
ene long flight on any one day. By tak- 
ing things easy and resting up on their 
return from each flight, they may be able 
to make a number of short flights, but 
after one long flight of three or four 
hours is finished they will rarely be able 
- do any more work until the following 


flying machine as 


ay. 

This constant strain, day after day, lim- 
its the length of time that officers can be 
continuously employed as pilots and ob- 
servers. In time of war it will be neces- 
sary to relieve them from that duty after 
four or fivé months’ ‘service. Those who 
can stand it for a longer period will be 
the exceptions, but after a rest of three 
er four weeks all will be in condition to 
resume work. For these reasons, and to 
replace casualties, it will be necessary to 
have at least two reserve pilots fer each 
machine. 

Some casualties are to be expected among 
the aviators, and, while the proportion of 
losses to the number of men engaged will 
probably be no greater than in any other 
branch of the service, they will attract 
much more notice. If twenty aeroplanes 
@re sent out on @ reconnoissance and but 
nineteen return, the losg of the one ma- 
chine will be more than counterbalanced 
by the information obtained. 

The stopping of the engine while the 
aeroplane is over country occupied by the 
enemy may result in the capture of the 
machine or of the aviators, or of both. 
A stray bullet may hit a vital part of the 
aeroplane and cause it to crumple in the 
air; or hostile air craft, armed with 
rapid-fire guns, may put it out of com- 
mission. In any case, there will have to 
be a certain number of reserve aviators 
to take the places of those who are killed 
or captured or who have reached the stage 
where the strain is toe great for further 
aerial service, 

By using air craft the movements of 
troops will appear like the movements in 
a map problem; each side will see a 
greater number of moves made by the

other side than has hertefore been the 


case. Few turning movements will be 
made without discovery unless the troops 
are moved in a severe storm, at night, or 
under cover of a heavily wooded country. 

In any case, such movements will be 
slow and made with great hardship to the 
troops. 

The position of reserves will have to be 
selected with greater care, for the re- 
verse slope of a@ hill will not shield them 
from aerial observation. Troops marohing 
along roads will be visible to the aviator 
for miles unless masked by trees, On a 
clear day an aviator at an altitude of 
6,000 feet can see groups of two or three 
people very easily, and can discern a 
single person at altitudes up to 4,500 feet 
without the aid of glasses. The roads 
and wagons passing along them are very 
distinct. Rivers and streams are Visible 
for about ten to twenty miles. A body of 
troops of the size of a company, or larger, 
would have difficulty in concealing itself 
from overhead observation. 


Lieut. Arnold then shows how the 
movements of troops may be recorded, 
by map or otherwise, and describes the 
uses of wireless for the transmission of 
information from aeroplane, the uses 
of the camera, &c. The use of aero- 
planes at night, he adds, need not be 
considered at the present time, even if 
there are ‘fanciful pictures of aero- 
planes fitted with searchlights.” 

How to drive hostile flying machines 
away, Lieut. Arnold calls a problem, 
and to hit an aeroplane flying at an 
elevation of 6,000 feet he describes 4S 
a feat so improbable that any hit made 
must be considered a chance shot. Op- 
posing aviators, in the opinion of Lieut. 
Arnold, will not undertake the difficult 
feat of ramming one another in mid-air, 
yet, he adds, “it is certain that with 
hostile air craft firing upon him, the 
aviator will do but little observing ot 
what is happening on the ground.’ 

The reliability of the aeroplane, Lieut, 
Arnold contends, is so well established 
that having started on a journey, & 
properly constructed and operated ma- 
chine will reach its destination ninety- 
nine times out of one hundred. Ob- 
servation of artillery fire, the aviator 
believes, has been accomplished suc- 
cessfully both in France and in this 
country. 

“The actual damage,” Lieut. Arnold 
says, ‘‘that can be done to objects on 
the ground from an aeroplane is very 
limited. But if 200 or 800 bombs are 
dropped in or around a column of 
troops, there will be some confusion 
and demoralization, even if the dam- 
age inflicted is slight. Seven out of 
fifteen bombs have been dropped in a 
space 25 by 50 meters from a machine 
at an altitude of 2,600 feet nari at 
a speed of fifty miles an hour. t is 
certain, therefore, that some damage 
can be effected by dropping explosives 
from aeroplanes.”

The issue of the campaign remains 
what it was in the beginning, the 
paramount need of assuring to the 
city the continiviance of the good ad- 
ministration it has enjoyed during the 
last four years. In the nature of the 
case that issue involves the defeat of 
Tammany, and the common sense of 
the voters has made it clear to them 
that the only hope of beating Tam- 
many lies in the Gaynor candidacy. 
Nobody can tel] the voters of the city 
anything about Mr. GayNnor’s pecul- 
jarities. They know that he is some- 
times cranky and crabbed and per- 
verse, but they know, too, that he is 
a man of great ability, that he has 
an unequaled knowledge of the de- 
tails of municipal administration and 
of its complex machinery. They know 
that he understands the needs of the 
city, and that with care and foresight 
he has given much attention to plans 
for its development. They recognize 
their indebtedness to him for the 
earrying out of plans for subway ex- 
tension. Above every other public 
improvement the city had need of new 
subways. Without them the loss, in- 
convenience, and discomfort of the 
people would very soon have become 
intolerable. Yet while Mayor GAYNOR 
was doing his utmost to bring about 
the adoption of the only feasible plan, 
Mr.. MITcHEL, the candidate whose 
friends are now assSailing the Mayor, 
was exerting himself in every possible 
way to defeat those plans, even to the 
extent of trying to enlist the chief- 
tain of all the Progressive forces in 
that bad cause.

the next four years when the vast 
gums called for by the subway con- 


tracts are to be expended. The elec- 
tidn of Mayor GAYNOR would be an 


assurance that no illegitimate benefits

THE PANAMA FAIR. 
Events are so shaping themselves 
mow as to indicate that both Great 
Britain and Germany will be ade- 


quately represented at the San Fran- 


cisco Exposition. The campaign of 


Herr Battin of the Hamburg-Amer- 
ican Steamship Company to secure 
an independent German exhibit has 
thus far been most successful, and, as 
the special cable dispatches to THE 


Sunpay Times showed, it has the sup- 


port of the newspapers most influen- 
tial in the business world; but it is 
likely that the disposition now evinced 
wy German manufacturers to join in 


the movement will induce the Govern-- 


ment to shift its position. The offi- 


ing. The various manufacturers con- 
sulted wanted time to consider the 
question before embarking on an un- 
dertaking so serious. They have been 
considering it ever since, and many, 
if not most, of them are now support- 
ing the Ballin plan. 

In England it seems that the matter 
is viewed in much the same spirit. 
English manufacturers are consider- 
ing the advisability of securing rep- 
resentation. The management of the 
fair intends to establish a bureau in 
London, with the idea of stimulating 
English interest, and the effort bids 
fair to be successful. There will be 
plenty of time before the opening of 
the Exposition in 1915 for the ship- 
ment of goods and the arrangement 
of exhibits. The prospect is that San 
Francisco’s Panama and Pacific Ex- 
position will be one of the largest 
and most memorable of world’s fairs 
and that all the civilized nations of 


the earth will be fitly represented. 
ee 


THE TOPLINER. 

Mr. Bryan is to be the “ topliner ” 
in every programme of entertainment 
arranged by the Chautauqua Associa- 
tion of Swarthmore for its tent shows 
in Maryland, Pennsylvania, New Jer- 
sey, and Virginia the next fortnight. 
Associated with him will be “ high- 
class talent,” including the National 
Operatic Company, which will doubt- 
less do the sextet from “ Lucia” 
and the quartet from “‘ Rigoletto”; 
a concert band, a troupe of gifted 
yodlers, a violinist, a company of 
jugglers, and an impersonator of 
the characters of DicKENs. In spite 
of the commanding abilities of this 
galaxy, Mr. Bryan will receive his 
fee of $250 for every performance and 
will have the best place on the Dill. 
When the boys in uniform slide his 
number into the frames on the pros- 
cenium arch, a welcoming tumult of 
applause will break out, which will not 
subside until some time after the dis- 
tinguished star has made his bow. 

All this goes to show that Mr. Bryan 
thoroughly comprehends the dignity 
and international importance of the 
office of Secretary of State. That will 
constitute in his fortnight’s tour what 
the vaudeville managers call an “ add- 
ed attraction.” His “ public” might 
be inclined to prefer the “turn” of 
the tight-rope walker, or the violin- 
ist’s moving performance of “ The 
Swan,” with muted strings, if it were 
not for this; but all through the even- 
ings it will be whispered about among 
the audience that the chief artist that 
very day has “ called down ”’ some for- 
eign Government or taught a thing or 
two to some effete European King. 
That is the point. Mr. Bryan under- 
stands that while in pursuit of his vo- 
cation as a Chautauqua entertainer he 
must observe the proprieties and in- 
sist upon the dignities naturally asso- 
ciated with his avocation as Secretary 
of State. 

Therein he proves himself thor- 
oughly a man of this advanced, age, in 
touch with contemporary ideas. If 
Mr. Root, Mr. EvarTs, or Mr. BayYArD, 
while toiling in the State Department, 
had thought of “going into vaude- 
ville”’ on the side, (which they never 
did, as they were not sufficiently 
“modern,”’) they would probably never 
have thought of thus insisting upon 
upholding the dignity of their office 
and compelling their fellow-perform- 
ers to stand aside. So that any old 
fogies who think that the Secretary of 
State lowers his official dignity by 
swinging around a Chautauqua cir- 
cuit with a tent show must bear 
in mind that Mr. Bryan has foreseen 
their objections, and overcome them 
by making himself the “ topliner.”

PROGRESSIVE PERU. 

The Government of the Republiie of 
Peru is keenly alive to the benefits 
that country can reap from the open- 
ing of the Panan:a Canal, and is tak- 
ing steps to gather them promptly. 
We have received from The Commer- 
cial Museum, Philadelphia, a copy of 
a decree issued by President BILLING- 
HURST directed to this end. 

The President in this decree reduces 
the charges of various Kinds that have 
hitherto been levied on goods brought 
into the three chief ports of Peru, 


Paita, Callao, and Mollendo, when 
these imports are destined to be re- 


exported. He does not expect that 


the opening of the canal will “ exert 
great influence on the total” imports 
for consumption in view of the in- 
creasing production of coal and cereals 


in Peru, but he looks forward to a 


continually growing business in im- 
ports for distribution to other coun- 
tries on the Pacific north and south 
of Peru. .This view is based especially 


on the fact that Callao, near the 
centre of the Peruvian Coast, is the 


first port of size, depth, and safety 
to shelter large vessels south of the 
canal, while Paita on the north and 
Mollendo on the south are sufficient 
for a much greater trade than they 


now enjoy. The Peruvian Govern- 


ment has the sense to see that the 
prime condition of growth in com- 
merce is to free it from needless and 
arbitrary charge and inconvenience. 
The political and, international rela- 
tions of the republic have within the 


last decade been very much improved, 


and a reasonable prospect opens for a 
marked advance in material prosper- 
ity. The resources of the country are 
extended and varied in agriculture, 
mining, and general industry. The 


obstacles to improvement have been, 


first, the internal confusion which is 
now allayed, apparently permanent- 
ly; second, boundary disputes with 
neighboring countries, which are now 
settled or in a fair way to be settled; 


third, the difficulty of transportation 
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‘Andes and the coast, and, finally, 
the sparsity of the population, which 
is less than 4,000,000, with only some 
14 per cent. of whites. A consider- 
able scheme of railway building is 
now being pushed, and, as it pro- 
ceeds, there is every probability of 
pretty steady and desirable immigra- 
tion. The intelligence shown by the 
Peruvian Government in seeking to 
promote the re-export trade on. the 
opening of the canal augurs well for 
the progress of the country. 

We may add that a like step in our 
own case is provided for in a bill now 
before Congress, introduced by Sena- 
tor RANSDELL of Louisiana, at the in- 
stance of the New Orleans Chamber 
of Commerce. 


RAILROAD FATALITIES. 

In THE New YorK TIMES ANNALIST, 
published this morning, there is a 
significant article on the mortality of 
railroad travel, which corrects the 
popular fallacy that fatal disasters on 
the rail are more common in this 
country than elsewhere, and also 
shows, by an array of statistics of in- 
disputable accuracy, that such dis- 
asters have been decreasing here of 
late. THE ANNALIST says: 

If you take the number of pas- 
sengers carried and divide it by the 
number killed during a year, in this 
country and in Europe, you will get 
a comparison which is very damaging 
to the American railroad. It will 
show that in this country one pas- 
senger in every four million carried is 
killed, against one in ten or twelve 
million in Europe. But that is not a 
fair comparison. The average dis- 
tance each passenger is carried is ap- 
proximately three times greater in 
this country than in Europe. It is 
Plain that the risk of travel is in 
proportion to the distance traveled. 
The risk of traveling a thousand miles 
is a thousand times greater than the 
risk of traveling one mile. There- , 
fore, the only fair basis of comparison 
{s that of ‘“ passenger miles.” 


” 


The term “ passenger mile” used as 
a unit in statistics of railroad trans- 
portation signifies one passenger car- 
ried one mile. In 1912 the American 
railroads carried about 1,000,000,000 
passengers, but the passenger miles 
were 33,000,000,000, as the average 
distance traveled was thirty-three 
miles. Comparing the latest available 
statistics of fatalities to railroad pas- 
sengers in Europe and America on 
the basis of passenger miles, the re- 
sult is about the same. In 1912 8 
passengers were killed in this country 
for every billion of passenger miles; 
in 1892 the number was 28, and there 
has been a gradual improvement ever 
since, with an occasional setback, 
though the rate of 1892 has not since 
been equaled. 

These statistics include all passen- 
gers killed on railroads, those who 
fell while recklessly trying to board 
moving trains, as well as the victims 
of disasters. It is a gratifying fact 
that the fatal disasters are decreasing 
in number, one from which some con- 
solation may be derived in view of 
recent sad happenings. There is, of 
course, nothing in this to excuse rail- 
way officials from their burden of re- 
sponsibilities. There should be no 
railroad disasters. The means of pre- 
vention are not far to seek. Until 
the record of a year can show not 
eight persons killed for each billion 
of passenger miles, but none killed, it 
will not be satisfactory. But it is well 
to remember that we are making prog- 
ress toward perfect safety on our 
railroads, ; 


FRENCH AND GERMAN VITAL 
STATISTICS. 

French vital statistics for the year 
1912, recently published, show in one 
or two respects an improvement over 
those of the preceding year. But the 
improvement is slight and is accom- 
panied by a falling away in some 
other respects which leaves the situ- 
ation as a whole still a matter of 
grave concern to the nation at large. 
There was an excess of births over 
deaths in 1912 of 58,000 as compared 
with an excess of 30,000 in 1911. The 
high death-rate -of 1911, however, 
which is chiefly responsible for the 
better showing of 1912, was attribu- 
table to a hot Summer, followed by a 
greatly increased death-rate among 


the aged and the young. 
But the fact that the actual num- 


ber of births in 1912—750,000—is from 
50,000 to 150,000 lower than prevailed 


in France ten or twenty-five years 
ago is a very strong reminder to the 
statistician, at least, that in the most 


important respect of all, the growth 


of the nation in numbers, France still 
is not making progress. The low rate 
of natality and its further decline in 
recent years point unerringly to an 
impaired national strength. Whether 


it also points to a decline in some 


of the ideals of home and the family, 
which make a nation great and pros- 
perous, depends upon too many other 
elements to warrant a hasty gener- 
alization. Among the latter may be 


noted the increasing facilities for di- 


vorce, which also in turn tends to 
increase the number of marriages, 
but the latter are not accompanied by 
a proportionate increase in the birth- 
rate. The total number of marriages 
in 1912 was 312,000, and the number 


of divorces granted was 14,500. 


It may or may not be a consolation 
to Frenchmen to learn from a recent 
statement by ,the German Minister 
of War that Germany seems also at 
last to have reached a somewhat sim- 


jlar stage as respects the birth-rate, 


marriage, and absolute increase of 
population. According to the state- 
ment of the Minister of War, corrob- 
orated in part at least by the Minister 
of the Interior, the birth-rate in Ger- 


many is steadily falling, and may in

that of France. Thus it is stated 
that in 1876 the birth-rate in Ger- 
many was 3914 per 1,000 inhabitants, 
while in 1912 it fell to 29, which in- 
dicates for the period referred to a 
decrease in births amounting to 
750,000 a year. This decrease in the 
birth-rate has been specially notice- 
able and alarming since the beginning 
of the present century. For the 
twenty-four years from 1876 to 1900, 
according to the Minister of War, the 
decline in the rate per 1,000 was 3%, 
whereas from 1900 to 1912 it was 7, 
or more than double. On this basis 
Prof. Wourr, a distinguished German 
economist, estimates that by 1920 
Germany’s birth-rate will be the low- 
est in Europe. 

The only fact that tends to brighten 
this gloomy view is that the death- 
rate has also fallen. In 1876 it was 
26 per 1,000 inhabitants, in 1900 it 
had been reduced to 20%, while in 
1912 it was only 16%. According to 
the German Minister of War the low 
death-rate is all that has saved the 
situation, otherwise there would have 
been an actual reduction in the pop- 
ulation. As to the marriage rate it 
remained about the same from 1900 
to 1912, being about 8 per 1,000 of 
the population, showing that the low- 
ering of the natality of Germany is 
not to be attributed to a decreased 
marriage rate, but must be sought 
for in other directions. 


RHODES TESTS FOR WEST POINT. 
Secretary of War GARRISON enthu- 
siastically approves the plan outlined 


by Congressman PLaTT in his letter 
to THE TIMEs to test applicants for 


entrance in the Military Academy ac- 
cording to qualifications of manli- 
ness and athletic ability as set forth 
in the will of CeEcIL’ RHopEs. It seems 
to us that these tests are even more 
fit for West Pointers than for 
Rhodes Scholarship men. War de- 
mands athletic ability as well as good 
address and mental strength and dis- 
cipline. Secretary GARRISON says in 
his letter to Mr. PLaTT: 


The scholarship conditions laid down 
in Mr. RuHopgs’s will cover the essen- 
tial attributes of an officer and a gen- 
tleman, and any young man whose 
selection for appointment as a cadet 
at the Military Academy is based on 
these qualifications should surely suc- 
ceed at that institution.

TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


A commendatory ac- 
count in The American 
Cool Journal of Surgery of 

if We Would. an air cooling system 

that has been success- 
fully operated this Summer in Mount 
Sinai Hospital suggests anew an old 
query. Why is it that people with the 
inclination and the ability to spend 
money for personal comfort seem to 
take it for granted that when hot 
weather comes there is nothing to do 
except endure it with whatever patience 
they happen to have at their command? 
Yet the possibilities of modern refriger- 
ation are perfectly well known, and 
these include that of keeping. any 
room, or any building, for that matter, 
at a temperature as much below that of 
the outside air as may be desired. 

This can be done at no prohibitive ex- 
pense, for the required apparatus is 
very much like those in common use 
for the distribution of steam and hot 
water for heating purposes, and re- 
quires no more skill in its management. 
Even the poorest do not begrudge, cr 
at least do not refuse, the spending of 
considerable sums for warming their 
homes in Winter, but even the richest 
do little or nothing toward mitigating 
the other extreme of a climate of which 
the Summer fervors are more than 
tropic. Of course we buy a lot of ice 
nowadays, but our ways of using it 
have no effect on the temperature of 
the rooms in which we pass our waking 
or sleeping hours, and, besides, truly 
scientific refrigeration is accomplished 
by the burning of coal, not the melting 
of ice, the latter being a clumsy, in- 
convenient and rather dangerous device 
for attaining the desired end. 

The sick are special sufferers from 
hot weather, and a prolonged continu- 
ance of it frequently means for them 
the death which a chamber supplied 
with cool dry air would have prevented. 
Yet the number of hospitals that make 
such provision for even thelr richest 
patients is minute—so minute that 
Mount Sinai earns and gets credit as a 
leader along this line by keeping at 70 
degrees a single room only large enough 


to hold the cribs of four sick babies! 


The privileges of this room have as 
yet been restricted to babies with gas- 
tro-enteritis, and the results with them 
have been: highly’ gratifying. Ob- 
served on a very humid day when the 


outside temperature was 93, they were 


obviously comfortable and happy, and

For Votes. calling by a _ shorter 
name than “ commercial travelers” has 
tired of merely growling about the fre- 
quent loss of the voting privilege, which 
is its ancient grievance, and has sworn 
to suffer this particular wrong no more. 
As the far-wandering missionaries of 
business, besides being a still numer- 
ous, though, perhaps, diminishing clan, 
are notably articulate as well as high- 
ly equipped with energy and a sense 


of their own merits and importance, the 
chances are that Congress will sooner 
or later find time to heed the vehement 
appeals with which the travelers are 
bombarding it, and far from improb- 
able that some action for their relief 
will be taken. 


The devising of a safe plan for ac- 


cepting their votes when they are re- 
mote from their places of legal resi- 
dence will not be easy, for to except 
them from the usugl requirements as to 
registration and the casting of ballots 
would alearly open a rather wide door 
for franchise frauds. Some of these, 
though the least serious, would be com- 
mitted by the few black sheep in their 
own flock, but many more and greater 


Another 


ones would or might be devised by un- 
scrupulous politicians in danger of de- 
feat if the votes of even a single class 
of “transients” were legally accepted. 

The problem, however, though diffi- 
cult, is not one beyond solution. The 
commercial traveler usually is known 
to the merchants of the towns he visits, 
or has convincing means of identifying 
himself to them, and he could hardly 
“repeat” if care were taken to make 
him remain in one place for the single 
day when most of the only elections in 
which he could expect to participate oc- 
cur all over the country. Distinctly 
local contests would not interest him, 
or if they did his meddling with them 
could probably be prevented. 

The concern in this matter shown by 
the commercial travelers and their un- 
easiness under deprivation of a privilege, 
which not all appreciate, are the signs 
of good citizenship and constitute a 
right to vote that can justly be refused 
only because of real and unavoidable 
dangers to the general public. That 
these dangers are real is true, but that 
they cannot be effectively guarded 
against is at least sufficiently far trom 
certain to excuse the vigorous denials 
whjch the travelers are making in their 
numerous appeals to Congressmen and 
others. 


Whether or not the 
use of a plural verb 
after the word 
“none” is grammati- 
cally right or even 
permissible does not strike us as a 
question of vital importance, but, judg- 
ing from the number of letters on the 
subject which our recent remarks on 
the subject have elicited from TIMES 
readers, it has a considerable interest 
for a good many people. 

Curiously enough, every one of these 
communications has been more or less 
strongly defensive of the plural usage 
as sometimes correct or at least not 
incorrect. If this unanimity of opinion 
is expressive of something at all closely 
approaching a like consensus of habit 
and belief among a large majority of the 
iterates of the day, further argument 
of the problem is unnecessary because 
useless. Any word in any language 
means exactly what the better speakers 
and writers of that language want it 
to mean, and appeals from their decision 
to etymology or abstract logic are an 
utter waste of time. 

It is the same with locutions. Their 
rightness or wrongness depends on the 
quality dnd extent of usage, not on 
reasons at present demonstrable. 

One correspondent impatiently asks if 
we would say ‘‘None is so blind as 
those who will not see,’’ and evidently 
thinks that there is but one answer. 
Yet a_second is perfectly easy, and even 
a third—the elusive or side-stepping 
answer that to say none either is or are 
as blind as some involves an absurdity 
too obvious for discussion. So it does 
if you think twice of the familiar asser- 
tion. Another critic quotes authority 
for the rule that ‘‘ none” is plural when 
it means ‘‘not any.’’ But when does 
it mean anything else?

INTERFERENCE IN MEXICO. 


Hawkins Draws a Civil War 


Parallel. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I can easily remember the anxiety in of- 
ficial circles at Washington after our dis- 
asters in the field of 1862, and later, con- 
cerning the interference of some of the sup- 
posed friendly nations of Europe in our 
internal affairs. It was known to diplo- 
mats abroad that at least one of the most 
powerful was in sympathy with the rebellion. 
The news of this deflection from the strict 
line of international friendship found its way 
to our Government, leake@ out of the State 
Department, and became known to the army; 
and there was more cause for discourage- 
ment, and fear of something worse yet to 
come, than the Incompetency of the ranking 
commanding officers, such as had commanded 
our most important army in the field. 

After a while the facts became known, and 
weight of suspicion and despond lifted. 
Louls Napoleon had invited the other na- 
tions of Europe to join with France in rec- 
ognizing the South—according to the States 
in rebellion belligerent rights. Queen Vic- 
toria and the Czar of Russia had promptly 
refused, and the scheme of the French 
Emperor died for the want of outside sup- 
port. All the nations of Europe at that 
time were bound to us by friendly treaties 
and international usage, and there was not 
a shadow of a right for their interfering in 
our domestic affairs; and the attempt of 
Napoleon was gratuitous, and ‘ surely un- 
friendly. 

To-day under treaty and 
eustom Mexico is a friendly nation, there 
has been no break in our peaceful re- 
lations, and we have no more right to in- 
terfere in its internal affairs than had the 
Emperor of the French to meddle with ours 
at the most trying period in our history. We 
were fighting for a nation’s life, and the 
Mexicans of this time, from their viewpoint, 
are following our example. And our sending 
to Mexico, unasked, a special agent, the 
personal representative of our President, to 
propose terms of settlement of domestic 
complications, was an act undoubtedly well 
meant, but very far away from the customary 
usage of diplomacy. 

By all means, to better prove our correct 
relations with a friendly. nation, let us have 
sufficient troops along the border to prevent 
supplies from being sent to the rebels, and 
then so long as those who are shooting at 
each other keep their bullets their side of 
the line let them go on and settle their af- 
fairs in their own way.

DANGER IN CITY BUILDING. 


In Case of Fire Employes Could Not 
Get Out, Says Insurance Man. 


Objection to the plan of the Board of 
Estimate to equip the new Municipal 
Building with wooden office furniture 
was made yesterday by A. G. Patton, 
manager of the Special Hazards De- 
partment of the New York Fire Insur- 
ance Exchange and a member of the 
National Board Fireproof Building Com- 
mittee. Mr. Patton warned the city 
authorities that while their attitude 
might save money, it might mean a 
great loss of life if a fire should occur 
in the building. 

‘**That appalling loss of life may some 
day be the result of the tendency to 
trim with wood and fill with combus- 
tible furniture the modern so-called fire- 
proof skyscraper is apparently possible,”’ 
said Mr. Patton, ‘‘and the practice of 
placing in a single shaft or well stair- 
ways and elevators that are the only 
means of exit from high office buildings, 


and not so constructed as to be smoke- 
proof, cannot be too severely criticised. 
Each building, no matter what its height, 
in which human beings either live or 
work, should be so constructed as to 
have a sufficient number of fire and 
smoke proof stair towers available for 
all sections. 

** Should our magnificent new Munici- 
pal Building be trimmed and furnished 
in this manner, it would not be a 
stretch of the imagination to place the 
amount of wood in such furniture and 
trim at upward of one cord for each 


} room. This would represent a total of 


from 1,500 to 2,000 cords of wood, or 
sufficient, if ignited, to sustain a tem- 
perature capable of possibly damaging 
building itself from 40 to 70 per 
cent. That this is no idle dream is 
oe out by numerous instances of act- 
al fire. 

_ Elevators ‘should never be relied on 
in case of a fire panic, 
limited capacity, the liability of the ser- 
vice to interruption by the fire, and 
the element of human fallibility which 
enters into their operation. The hazard 
in the Municipal Building in this con- 
nection is exceptionally dangerous by 
reason of the large number of employes 
that will be in the building at all times, 
and the numerous persons who will go 
there on business. In the event of a 
fire it will be practically impossible to 
get one-quarter of the inmates out of 


the building in safety in a full hour’s 
time,’’ 


NIGHT SCHOOL OF THEOLOGY 


Dr. Gunn Hopes Through It to At- 
tract City Men to the Ministry. 


A night school of theology will open 

soon in this city. The Rev. John Rogers 
zunn, pastor of the North Baptist 
Church in West Eleventh Street, who 
will be in charge of it, hopes through 
the new institution to interest young 
men of small means in the ministry. 

t will be a theological seminary prepar- 
atory school, and will be open to young 
men of all denominations like the Union 
Seminary. 

*“ Now, most clergymen come from the 
small towns and rural communities,” 
Dr. Gunn says. ‘‘It seems to me that 
the city youth, brought up in the city, 
knowing the city’s heart, the city’s 
mind, and the city’s problems can best 
serve the city churches. There is not a 


city that furnishes its quota of candi- 
dates for the ministry, 
that this school I am trying to start 
will furnish more candidates. There are 
many bright young men right here in 
my church who are interested already.”’ 

There will be courses in Biblical in- 
troduction, Biblical exposition, and prac- 
tical means and methods in Christian 
service. As _ the school grows’ other 
courses will be added. 

The Rev. Dr. Gunn came to the North 
Church last May. He attracted atten- 
tion by a series of sermons on love, 
courtship, and marriage, and by an- 
nouncing his intention of opening the 
church parlors every Wednesday night 
to young persons so that they might 
become acquainted and thus promote 
desirable marriages. He believes it is 
loveless and careless marriages that lead 
to sO many divorces.

VETERANS IN REUNION. 


Army and Navy Union Encampment 
Begins To-day at Philadelphia, 


PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 7.—Veterans 
of the Mexican, civil, and Spanish-Amer- 
ican wars, as well as those who saw 
service in China and the island posses- 
sions, began arriving here to-day to at- 
tend the sixteenth annual encampment 


of the Army and Navy Union, which be- 


gins to-morrow. About 5,000 veterans 
are expected. 

In a parade on Wednesday 10,000 unl- 
formed men, including the veterans, 


sailors and marines from the Philadel- 


phia Navy Yard, and a brigade of the 
National Guard of Pennsylvania, will 
take part. Thursday, the concluding day 
of the encampment, a féte will be given 
at the navy yard. Sixteen battleships 
with armored cruisers, transports, an a 
fleet of small war vessels will be 
‘* dressed ’’ for the occasion and thrown 
open to visitors. At night the ships 
will be illuminated, and dances will be 
held on their decks. The enlisted men 
stationed at the yard have arranged a 
novel athletic meet for the day. 

Capt. H. Oden Lake, Department Com- 
mander of Pennsylvania, said to-day 
that the Union aimed to elevate the en- 
listed men, encourage legislation in their 
behalf, and perpetuate patriotism. Its 
membership includes all who have served 
honorably under the American flag. 


METHODIST CONFERENCE. 


Leaders Will Meet Here to Consider 
the Needs of the Church. 


Bishop Wilson, resident head of all 
Methodist conferences in this district, 


will issue a call to-day for a conference 


of Methodist leaders in the Metropoli-

WILL FIGHT TRUSTS 
UNDER PRESENT LAW 


McReynolds Deems Sherman 
Statute Sufficient and Wil- 
son Is Willing to Wait. 


AMENDMENTAPARTY PLEDGE 


Legislation, If Any, Not Before Reg- 
ular Session—Reports of Imme- 


diate Programme False. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 7.—Although 
Washington has been filled with re- 
ports lately that the Wilson Adminis- 
tration had determined upon a radical 
anti-trust legislative programme, infor- 
matlon from Administration sources in- 
dicates that the character and scope of 
such legislation has not been decided. 
Most of the reports have been that Pres- 
ident Wilson would propose to Con- 
gress that additional anti-trust laws be 
enacted along the lines of the ‘“ seven 
sisters’’ bills introduced in the New 
Jersey Legislature at Mr. Wilson’s in- 
stance shortly before the end of his 
term as Governor. Inquiry here tends 
to show that these reports are erro- 
| neous. 

From what was said by well-informed 
officials, it was gathered that the Pres- 
ident and his advisers had not reached 
the point of determining that new anti- 
trust legislation would be necessary in 
|the immediate future. In Administra- 
tion circles Attorney General McReyn- 
olds is credited with the belief that the 
Sherman law is amply sufficient to 
cover all combination in restraint of 
trade. The Attorney General, it is un- 
derstood, is anxious to leave the Sher- 
man law untouched and to continue 
prosecutions against illegal combina- 
tions in accordance with ideas formed 
as a result of his several years of ex- 
perience as a Federal prosecutor. 

To the Attorney General's mind, it is 
said, actions can be conducted under 
the Sherman law that will prove thor- 
oughly satisfactory to those who believe 
in a stringent prosecution of all combi- 
nations in restraint of trade. To change 
the law might, and probably would, in- 
volve another long series of legal bat- 
tles, ending in the Supreme Court of 
the United States, designed to establish 
whether the new provisions were con- 
stitutional. Such a procedure, it is 
maintained, not only would cause great 
delay in trust prosecutions but also 
might result in the Federal courts find- 
ing flaws in the Sherman law as amend- 
ed, and thus weaken the Government's 
ability to bring illegal combinations to 
book. 

Will Give McReynolds Free Rein. 


There good ground for believing 
that, without committing himself one 
way or the other with reference to this 
theory of the Attorney General’s, Presi- 
dent Wilson has agreed to let Mr. Mc- 
Reynolds try out his scheme to show 
that the Sherman law is amply suf- 
ficient as it stands. Mr. McReynolds is 
understood to be of the opinion that he 
has shown in the proceedings concern- 
ing the dissolution of the Union Pacific- 
Southern Pacific merger that the Sher- 
man act may be applied in such a way 
as to bring about a dissolution that is 
complete and satisfactory in every re- 
spect. 

Mr. McReynolds advanced this idea 
when he was associated with George 
W. Wickersham, then Attorney General, 
in the prosecution of the American To- 
bacco Company and its affiliated or- 
ganizations as an illegal combination. 
He maintained then that, in order to 
make the dissolution complete, stock- 
holders of the parent company should 
not be permitted to share in the redis- 


tribution of stock under the dissolution 
decree. Mr. Wickersham and Mr. Mc- 
Reynolds did not agree on this point, 
but Mr. McReynolds had the oppor- 
tunity of trying out his views after he 
succeeded Mr. Wickersham as Attor- 
ney General. 

This opportunity came with the dis- 
solution proceedings in the case of the 
Harriman railroads, and Mr. McRey- 
nolds regarded the manner in which the 
dissolution was effected as so satis- 
factory that in his subsequent bills of 
complaint against the so-called Western 
Telephone Trust and the Eastern coal 
road combination he asked that the 
courts, in dissolving the alleged com- 
binations, should provide for the redis- 
tribution of the stock in such a manner 
that control would rest in the hands of 
outsiders. 

Officials from whom this information 
was obtained did not go so far as to say 
that there would not be an effort made 
at the forthcoming regular session of 
Congress to obtain the enactment of 
legislation that would be in the nature 
of supplementing the Sherman law. But 
it was sald that President Wilson, if he 
had determined on any new policy with 
reference to trusts, had not taken his 
advisers into his confidence, and that 
all the information that had come from 
the White House indicated that the 
President had given no consideration to 
the details or even to the fundamental 
principles of any measure that would be 
amendatory of the present anti-trust 
statutes.

The reports circulated here have in- 
cluded the statement that an effort to 
amend the Sherman law would be made 
by President Wilson at the present ses- 
sion of Congress. This, however, is 


known to be erroneous. The President 


has said that he would not permit any- 
thing to interfere with his tariff and 
currency reform programme at the extra 
session, and that any additional legis- 


lation would have to be postponed until 


the regular session of Congress. 

It was pointed out, however, that the 
Democratic Party is virtually pledged 
to enact a law dealing with interlocking 
directorates of national and interstate 
corporations at the earliest possible op- 
portunity: This pledge was given in 
the Democratic national platform of 
1912, and was reiterated only last month 
during the consideration of the Bank- 
ing and Currency bill in the caucus of 
Democratic members of the House. The 
caucus adopted a resolution directing 
the Judiciary Committee to report a 
bill for prohibiting interlocking direc- 
torates. It is expected that a bill of 
this character will be taken up for 
consideration in_the forthcoming reg- 
ular session. This bill would form 
the nucleus for any further anti-Trust 
legislation intended to supplement the 
Sherman act. — 

The Democratic national platform upon 
which President Wilson was elected 
favors a declaration by law of the con- 
ditions under which corporations shall 
be permitted to engag in interstate 
trade, including the prevention’ of hold- 
ing companies, interlocking directorates, 
stock watering, discriminations in prices, 
and the control by any one corporation 
of so large a proportion of any industry 
as to make it a menace to competitive 
conditions. The platform contains also 
an expression of regret that ‘‘ the Sher- 
man anti-trust law has received a judi- 
cial construction depriving it of much 
of its efficacy,’” and declares for ‘‘ the 
enactment of legislation which will re- 
store to the statute the strength of 
which it has been deprived by such in- 
terpretation. : 

This last declaration is construed in 
some quarters as binding the Demo- 
cratic Party to amend the Sherman law 
so as not to grant immunity from disso- 
lution to a ‘* reasonable ’’ interstate 
combination. While an effort to enact 
legislation in accordance with this prin- 
ciple probably will be made during the 
Wilson Administration, nothing has ap- 
peared here to show that President Wil- 
son has determined to advocate such @

Well-Known Labor Leader Passes 
Away in His 54th Year. 


James P, Archibald, a well-known la- 
bor leader, an@ an active political work- 
er, died yesterday from Bright’s dis- 
ease at his home, 750 East 175th Street.

Second string’ teams of Giants and

A 
bad throw by George Wiltse in the first 
inning, when he tried to get a runner 
at third base and a muffed thrown ball 
by Lavan on Wilson’s attempted steal 
fin the third inning were the only mis- 
plays by the two teams in eleven inn- 
ings. 

Brilliant plays came so often that they 
became common.

The boxing situation, as far as it concerns 
the three negro heavyweights—Jack Johnson, 
Sam Langford, and Joe Jeannette—is_ be- 
coming more complicated every day, with re- 
ports of various matches coming on so fast 
that it has become a puzzle trying to find 
out who are matched for bouts. First it 
was Jeannette and Johnson, then it was 
Langford and Johnson, and recently the re- 
port spread that Jeannette and Langford had 
been matched for a bout at one of the local 
clubs. The other two pairings concerned 
Paris. The addition of Gunboat Smith and 
Frank Moran as prospective opponents of one 
or another of the negroes had further in- 
creased the muddle.

Decisions Returned on Coated Pla- 
cards and Cast Iron Repalr Parts. 


The Board of United States General 
Appraisers has decided that cards or 
placards with texts printed on surface- 


coated paper are properly dutiable 
under the Tariff act of 1909 at a high 
rate. A. W. Fenton, Jr., imported the 
cards, which were assessed by the Col- 
lector of Customs at Cleveland, at the 
rate of 5 cents a pound and 30 per cent. 
ad valorem, under Paragraph 411. The 
importer asserted that the goods should 
be allowed to enter this country as 
printed-coated aper under the same 
paragraph, at cents a pound and 20 
per cent. ad valorem. The board held 
that as the paper had a polished surface 
the assessment made by the Collector 
was correct. 

Leigh & Butler were successful in a 
contention relating to various cast-iron 
repair or replacement parts for textile 
machinery. The articles were assessed 
at 45 per cent. ad valorem under Para- 
graph 199, act of 1909, as manufactures 
of metal. The importers alleged that 
classification should be given as iron 
castings advanced in condition, under 
Paragraph 147, with duty at the rate 
of 1 cent a pound. 

The board sustained a contention by 
Charles Bacheberle dealing with duty 
on paper intended to be applied to 
window panes to give them the appear- 
ance of stained glass. The goods were 
taxed under the surface-coated pro- 
visions of the present law, at 5 cents 
a pound and 20 per cent. ad valorem. 
The duty was properly 4% cents a 
peund under Paragraph 411, as paper 
with the surface decorated with a de- 
sign, but not by lithographic process, 
the importers ‘asserted.

Hard Coal Trading Curtalled. 
With the full Winter circular on hard 
coal now in effect there has been a 
temporary curtailment in business, says 
Coal Age. However, anthracite oc- 
cupies a strong position. An unusually 
large volume of orders has been car- 
ried over from the Summer still un- 
filled; the retail trade is already be- 
ginning to tune up and the current 
month will>see considerable activity. 
The high prices prevailing on bitumin- 
ous is diverting some business to the 
smaller grades of hard coal. 

Although there is a feeling in the 
bituminous trade that buyers have ac- 
cumulated large advance stocks, it is 


probable now that the production about 
balances the demand and the realiza- 
tion of any one of the several impend- 
ine favorable conditions will precipi- 
tate a sharp advance. There is no 
question that the seasonal average 
business on soft coal has been greatly 
exceeded, and if the market can be 
held steady over the next few weeks 
the colder weather will bring a natural 
support that will carry it through the 
balance of the season.

How the Credit Man Helped. 


Says a recent bulletin of the National 


Association of Credit Men: 

“A credit man found it convenient to 
visit one of his customers simply to 
make his acquaintance. In the course 
of the conversation he was shown the 
customer’s last financial statement, and 
in going over the items he discovered 
and pointed out to the customer that 
he was operating at a loss. The credit 
man also discovered that the customer’s 
insurance was inadequate. He saw that 
it was time for constructive advice if 
the customer were to be saved, and 
pointed out that merchandise must be 
bought in small quantities and spread 
over a long period in crder that there 
be no pressure put upon him for pay- 
ments. This and other suggestions that 
the credit man made were taken in good 
part by the customer and carried out. 
The result was that the customer is now 
doing a more profitable business_and 
feels very close to the credit man. Here 
is an example that can be repeated with 
the same effect by ‘nearly all credit 
grantors.”

Japanese Raw Silks Slow Up. 

The high prices demanded by the 
reelers have caused a temporary lull in 
the buying of Japanese raw silks at 
Yokohama, according to late cables re- 
ceived by A. P. Villa & Brothers. Some 
slight concessions are offered, however, 
to stimulate business. The Canton 
market still maintains its firm tone, 
and, owing to the enormous consump- 
tion of these silks and a shortage in 
the fifth crop, no relapse in prices is 
expected for a long time. Tussahs are 
now being quoted around $2 a pound in 
Shanghai. Steam filatures and tsatlees 
are also in good demand there. Brisk 
buying on the part of European manu- 
facturers and a shortage in the crop 
have induced reelers in the Milan mar- 
ket to put up prices on Italian silks. 
American buying in that market is cau- 
tious. Business is quiet at the moment 
in New York, but a general resumption 
of buying is expected shortly, in view 
of the activity of silk fabrics. 


Umbrella Makers May Strike. 
Workers in all branches of the um- 
brella-making industry will vote this 
week on the question of calling a gen- 
eral strike. Preparations for a strike 


have been going on for the last month, 
and it is expected that the decision to 
go out this week will be unanimous. 
There are 5,000 umbrella makers in the 
trade, divided into these four branches: 
Silversmithing, umbrella stick making, 
umbrella handle making, and umbrella 
operating.

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SITUATION 


IN AMERICA AND EUROPE 


Two impressions which stand out 
prominently among those produced 
by the events which occupied the at- 
tention of the financial community 
last week are that the drought has 
had more far-reaching effect than 
was ypparent when the damage to 
corn first attracted attention, and 
that the money market is sensitive to 
any additional tax which may be put 
upon it. Neither of these factors 
caused any abandonment of the hope- 
ful attitude which business and fi- 
nance have taken recently in looking 
to the future, but they again drew at- 
tention to the need of proceeding cau- 
tiously in any attempt at speculative 
activity. To the extent to which 
last week’s events put a check on 
mere speculative operations in stocks 
they did good rather than harm. No 
indication was given that the invest- 
ment situation was harmed or re- 
tarded even, for the bond market 
continued to show the strength which 
recently has presented so sharp a 
contrast with the conditions prevail- 
ing two months or more ago. 


It seems reasonably assured that 
business will be good this Fall, but 
it can hardly be as good as it would 
have been had the crops escaped the 
impairment from which they have 
suffered. The market in dealing with 
the crop damaged had centred its 
attention largely on the corn crop. 
The Government cotton report issued 
last week directed attention to anoth- 
er phase of the crop damage. The 
violence with which the price of cot- 
ton rose on the publication of the 
report showed that the trade as a 
whole was taken by surprise by the 
extent of the deterioration shown. 
Such deterioration as has so far been 
indicated for the cotton crop has been 
offset, so far as the money value of 
the crop is concerned, by the abrupt 
rise in price, but not even that can 
be said in respect to corn. The New 
Orleans Cotton Exchange report on 
Jast yearfs crop showed that the 
South realized more on the smaller 
crop of 1912-13 than it did on the much | 
larger crop of the previous year. 
Those who judge the crops solely on 
that basis will have less to complain 
of this year than those who lay 
stress rather on the volume of farm 
production than upon the money 
value. The crop damage has intro- 
duced an element into the situation 
which almost necessarily will be re- 
flected in higher living costs this 
coming Winter. The effect of that 
might not be very clear on the sur- 
face but it would work disadvanta- 
geously in a variety of ways. But 
despite this handicap trade seems to 
promise well. 


The fact that stands out prominent- 
ly in a survey of the money market is 
that it has gotten along so far with- 
out any of the promised Treasury aid 
having been actually extended. Since 
Aug. 18, when the Treasury circular 
stating the conditions upon which the 
$50,000,000 of crop-moving money 
would be placed in the banks of the 
South and West, cash seems to have 
gone into the Treasury instead of hav- 
ing come out of it. The G&vernment 
deposits in the national banks have 
decreased by &@ nominal sum instead 
of having increased. The loss in cash 
reported by the New York banks in 
the last two weeks, and the rise in 
call money to 4% per cent., the high- 
est rate quoted since the first week 
of April, have to be considered in the 
light of this fact. If the drafts on 
the banks which have so far been en- 
countered, and they have been con- 
siderable as is shown by the loss of 
over $24,000,000 cash by the Clearing 


mittee of bankers appointed at the 
Chicago conference. Those differ- 
ences were sufficiently marked to sug- 
gest that it will take prolonged dis- 
cussion to bring a majority of the 
Senate committee into agreement. De- 
lay in this matter will be amply re- 
warded if it leads to the elimination 
of the objectionable features of the 
bill and the development of its many 
favorable provisions. 

It would seem necessary for the 
Senate during its deliberations on the 
bill to determine with all possible pre- 
cision the probable working of the re- 
serve provisions of the proposed law. 
That is a matter of profound import- 
ance, and much will need to be heard 
of it before the bill-reaches.its final 
stage. Another section of the bill to 
which events served last week to di- 
rect renewed attention is that dealing 
with the retirement of the existing 
national bank circulation and the re- 
demption of the Government's 2 per 
cent. bonds. The price of those bonds 
declined again last week to 98. If 
the holders of these bonds are to be 
protected against impairment of their 
principal more than has yet been done 
in the direction of modifying the 
bonds provisions of the Currency bill 
would seem to be. necessary. 


DULL WEEK IN LONDON. 


Mining Market the Only Section to 
Close with Higher Quotations.

And there are reports 
that in fact we may obtain more gold 
from Seuth America. Our indebted- 
ness on current account abroad is ab- 
normally small for the season, and 
we are in that much better position 
to seek gold should we need it, which 
does not now seem likely. Quite pos- 
sibly we would have more to gain by 
leaving Europe undisturbed by gold 
demands from this side than we would 
have by importing the metal. Were 
it not for the promised Treasury aid 
this would not be the case. Indeed, 
in the absence of the promise of addi- 
tional Government deposits gold im- 
ports would be clearly indicated. 


Burope has seen in the plan to place 
a large amount of Treasury cash at 
the disposal of the interior banks a 
very welcome relief from an urgent 
American demand for gold. Our Gov- 
ernment is thus intervening in the 
money markets of the world at a time 
when the seasonal demands for cash 
reach very large proportions. Under 
the proposed banking scheme that is 
a function which would be exercised 
in the ordinary course of the business 
of the reserve banks.

THE WEATHER. 


WASHINGTON, Sept.’ Sept, 7.~—High tempera- 
tures continued Sunday over the north and 
central interior districts east of the Rocky 
Mountains, although local thunder showers 
caused some moderation, except in the Mis- 
sourl and the Upper Missouri Valleys and 
the southern upper lake region. There were 
more thunder showers in the south and

“ As long,’’ says Senator Chamberlain, 
‘“‘as we maintain the Monroe Doctrine, 
retain the Philippines, control the 
Panama Canal, and dominate the Pa- 
cific, which is our manifest destiny, we 
must have an army adequate to care for 
these conditions and meet emergencies. 

‘No one advocates a large standing 
army in this country, but we ought to 
have as a military organization an army 
of efficient officers and drilled men 
which can be augmented by trained men 
from a reserve and supplemented by the 
National Guard of the States. 

“There has been a great deal of gen- 
eral discussion as to the necessity of 
better preparation for sudden war 
emergencies, and there seems to be quite 
a unanimous opinion that at the present 
time our army is wholly inadequate 
owing to the methods that have been 
employed. I am_ heartily in favor of 
such changes and improvements in the 
army as will meet existing conditions. 
We ought not to leave ourselves in an 
attitude where we iear the possibility of 
invasion by Japan on the Pacific Coast 


lor by any other foreign country on our 


Atlantic Coast, nor in apprehension as 
to what might happen to our troops in 
case of intervention in Mexico because 
the army is inadequate for emergencies. 

“The present session of Congress has 
been occupied with matters which have 
taken all the time, so that little atten- 
tion has been given to questions of na- 
tional defense until the acute situation 
in Mexico has brought home to us the 
unprepared state of this nation to face 
a sudden war. If there should not be a 
peaceful termination of the Mexican 
trouble temporary War measures and 
makeshifts would have to be adopted, as 
has been the case at the beginning of 
every other war in this country, all. of 
which have been disastrous and ex- 
pensive on account of their experimental 
character. 

“ At the regular session of Congress 
the subject of increasing military effi- 
The Secre- 
tary of War has taken a pronounced 
position on the subject, and we will 
await his definite recommendations with 
a great deal of interest. 

“IT am not prepared now to say what 
should be done, the plans and details 
must be worked out by men of experi- 
ence and judgment, but it is plainly ap- 
parent that improvements must be madd 
and the army put in condition to meet 
the requirements of the nation. 

“In my opinion the National Guard 
should be very much strengthened and 
improved. A great many more regular 
army officers should be detailed to give 
the officers instruction and secure better 
arill and discipline for the men. It would 
also be well to have a more strict medi- 
cal examination of the enlisted men of 
the National Guard, so that a larger 
percentage of trained men could. go to 
the front in time of need.

The years passed, and Jan Petersen's 
family in Norway wondered what had 
become of him. They searched the ship- 
ping records in the Norwegian seaports, 
but could not find any trace of him. 

After the lapse of years his wife and 
children in Norway concluded that he 
was dead, and it was not until a few 
months ago that they found out that he 
was still living and had turned over a 
new leaf. He no longer imbibes ‘ third 
rail’’ whisky, and the water-front re- 
sorts know him no more.

Thompson that he wanted to reform, but 
doubted if he could master his craving 
for whisky. But the pastor persisted, 
and one Sunday morning the little 
church in Columbia Street had a new 
member. This was Jan Petersen. Sev- 
eral months have passed, and Petersen 
in that time has not touched a drop of 
liquor. He has a steady job as a 
watchman now. 

But there was something that worried | 
the old sailor for weeks after his con-| 
version, and Mr. Thompson could not} 
find out what it was. A few weeks ago} 
Petersen told him. 

‘“T. owe a lot of saloon keepers for 
whisky and beer,’’ he said, ‘‘ and I want} 
to pay them.

I know whisky put 
me where I was, but I want.to pay the 
saloon men just the same, and I won't 
be happy until I do.’’
